Heartbreak as family’s 
cats die after poisoning 


A FAMILY has been left heart¬ 
broken after their cats were 
poisoned. 

Nine-year-old cats Kenny and 
Bubble died on Monday and 
mum-of-four Hayley Jones, 39, 
of Columbine Road, Ely, has 
told the Weekly News how the 
crime has shaken her family to 
the core. 

Kenny was discovered dead in 
a neighbour’s shed, while his 
sister Bubble was rushed to the 
vet after she was found shaking 
and dragging her legs in the 
family home. 

She was put down by the vet. 

Hayley said: “The cats were 
part of the family. 

“They were not just pets, they 
were part of our lives and now 
there’s this massive hole.” 

Hayley and partner Mark, 48, 
immediately put up posters on 
Monday to warn other cat own¬ 
ers. They then found out their 
neighbour’s cat had met a simi¬ 
lar fate days earlier. 

The mum-of-four said: “The 
kids were beside themselves 
that someone could have done 
something so cruel.” 

The RSPCA have advised the 
family to freeze the cats’ bodies 
in case further information 
arises and a post mortem 
examination can be carried 
out. 
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Hayley said: “I have to admit 
the idea makes me very sad but 
it seems to be the best thing to 
do. 

“At least we have retained the 
evidence if it is required. 

“I guess their spirits are chas¬ 
ing mice somewhere wonderful 
and their bodies are just that.” 

An RSPCA spokesman said: 
“If anyone ever suspects that 
someone has deliberately poi¬ 
soned their animal then get 
that animal straight to a vet to 
be checked out. 

“It is not easy to prove that an 
animal has been deliberately 
poisoned but where we can 
prove it, we will take action.”

Welney ward to 
re-open today 


AN END of life care ward is cel¬ 
ebrating an official re-opening 
today. 

The Welney Ward at the 
Princess of Wales Hospital, Lynn 
Road, Ely, will be resuming 
patient care from Monday, May 
13, after the ribbon is cut in a 
ceremony this afternoon. 

Cambridgeshire Community 
Services NHS Trust were forced 
to close the ward temporarily on 
January 31 as there was not 
enough staff to run the service. 

The 20-bed rehabilitation ward 
is getting ready to welcome back 
patients after five registered 
nurses and two leadership roles 
have been filled and added to the 
team of more than 40 staff mem¬ 
bers. 

The initial shut-down was esti¬ 
mated to last for between six and 
eight weeks, but it was not safe 
for Welney to open without the 
suitable members of staff to 
ensure patients could be cared 
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for safely and properly. 

Tracey Cooper, Community 
Manager for Cambridgeshire 
Community Services NHS Trust 
in Ely and the Fens, said: “Patient 
safety is the Trust’s top priority, 
so we took the difficult decision 
to temporarily close the ward 
earlier this year, after experienc¬ 
ing significant staffing issues.” 

Guests, including previous and 
new employees, will be shown 
around the newly refurbished 
ward at 2.30pm today. 

The ward and day room have 
both been redecorated and 
refloored, air conditioning has 
been fitted in the day room, and 
a new call bell system has also 
been installed across the prem¬ 
ises. 

When the ward closed in 
January there were 12 patients 
being cared for. 

Those patients were either 


transferred to alternative facili¬ 
ties to meet their needs, or dis¬ 
charged. 

Tracey Cooper explained that 
the re-vamp of an integral com¬ 
munity service is just what the 
doctor ordered for the city - 
patients and workers alike. 

She said: “The re-opening of 
the ward is good news for staff, 
but more importantly is good 
news for local people. 

“Welney ward is a key element 
of our services for older people 
and I’m sure it will continue to 
provide high quality services for 
people in and around Ely long 
into the future.” 

The re-opening comes a few 
short weeks after bosses 
announced that the Lord Byron 
rehabilitation ward on the 
Brookfields site would close 
because of a similar issue. 

This closure has also been 
marked as temporary, and is due 
to be back in November.

Killer confessed 
in Ely restaurant

A KILLER who stabbed to death 
the “wrong man” over a £200 debt 
admitted the murder to a member 
of staff at Pizza Express in Ely. 

Andrejus Ruljevas, 22, of no 
fixed address, was sentenced to 
life imprisonment at Cambridge 
Crown Court last Friday. 

He pleaded guilty to murder and 
attempted murder at a previous 
hearing and will serve a mini¬ 
mum of 20 years. 

Following the double stabbing 
Ruljevas fled to Ely where, 
bizarrely, he joined the library 
and boasted about the killing on 
Facebook. 

He was arrested after confessing 
at Pizza Express in Ely, to restau¬ 
rant supervisor Ashley Bourne, 
after being challenged about fail¬ 
ing to pay his food bill. 

“He showed no emotion whatso¬ 
ever - he was so casual about it. It 
was clear he’d had enough of 
being on the run,” said Mr Bourne. 

Ruljevas had broken into a prop¬ 
erty in Gilpin Street in 
Peterborough on October 17 last 
year and waited in the dark for his 
intended victim.

Saulius Grigoravicius, 20, 
returned home from work and 
was stabbed by Ruljevas more 
than 50 times. Ruljevas then real¬ 
ised he had the wrong man. 

Leaving fatally injured Saulius 
in a bedroom he waited for around 
an hour before his intended vic¬ 
tim arrived home from work. As 
Vladislavas Kuznecovas, 22, 
walked into the house, Ruljevas 
attacked him from behind. 

Ruljevas was arrested in Pizza 
Express on October 19. 

fudge Anthony Bate said: 
“Saulius fought hard - but in vain 


- for his life. You inflicted 51 sepa¬ 
rate incised wounds to his face, 
neck, chest, back and hand, even 
though you had quickly realised 
he was not your intended victim. 

“You disposed of the clothes you 
had worn and took the 9.03am 
train to Ely, where you joined the 
county library and logged onto 
Facebook. 

“This type of sentence is 
required in order both to reflect 
the danger you present to the 
public and their abhorrence of the 
wicked and chilling degree of vio¬ 
lence you meted out...” 

Det Chief Insp Tim Redfearn 
said: “We believe this whole inci¬ 
dent was over a £200 debt owed by 
Vladislavas to Ruljevas, a debt he 
intended to repay, and it is abso¬ 
lutely no justification for Ruljevas’ 
actions.” 

The brother of Mr Grigoravicius 
described him as “dearly loved” 
saying he came to England to 
“make a better life”. 

He added: “The family have 
been devastated by the loss of 
Saulius and are finding it difficult 
to come to terms with the circum¬ 
stances in which he lost his life. 
No prison sentence will ever be 
enough or bring him back to us.”

COMPETITIVE spirit was in full flow 
on Saturday as kings and queens 
faced off in Ely’s historic Hoop 
Trundle. 

Crowds gathered in the sunshine for 
the fiercely contested annual event, 
where King’s and Queen’s Scholars 
bowl traditional wooden hoops over a 
course on the East Lawn of the city’s 
iconic cathedral. 

Each year, 12 scholars are appointed 
from the sixth form of King’s School 
and given red gowns due to their aca¬ 
demic excellence. 

And the trundle commemorates the 
re-founding of the school by Henry 
VIII in 1541, when the 12 King’s 
Scholars were introduced. 

At that time they were all boys and 
had the privilege of playing games, 
including the bowling of hoops, in the 
cathedral precincts. 

In 1970, the school began admitting 
girls and three years later the King’s 
Scholars were joined by the female 
Queen’s Scholars at the request of 
Queen Elizabeth during her visit to 
the school in 1973. 

Sue Freestone, headteacher, said: 
“The Hoop Trundle is King’s Ely’s 
most light-hearted tradition. It is 
always great to see everyone having 
so much fun.” 

Sophie Emms beat Laura Day and 
Clea Tanner in the Queen’s Scholars’ 
final, while Sam Huguet emerged vic¬ 
torious in the King’s Scholars’ final, 
defeating Tony Lesmeister, Matvey 
Pogrebinskiy and lamie Huffer. 

The winners were presented with 
the Hoop Trundle commemorative 
wooden tankards by Ely’s new mayor 
for 2013/14, Cllr Elaine Griffin-Singh, 
and they will keep them until next 
year’s event.

Living the life of Oliver Cromwell 


HISTORY came to life over the 
bank holiday with a Sunday full 
of 17th century activities.

Family home is 
destroyed by fire

A COUPLE have been left home¬ 
less after their house was devas¬ 
tated by fire. 

The massive blaze broke out in 
the property in Straight Drove, 
Coveney, on Tuesday night. 

The couple were not injured in 
the fire, which is believed to have 
started when a bonfire became 
out of control. 

The entire property, a work¬ 
shop, several outbuildings and 
cars were all destroyed. 

Speaking at the scene on 
Wednesday morning, the cou¬ 
ple’s son said: “My mum and dad 
have lost everything. Absolutely 
everything.” 

It was at around 7.40pm when 
the fire started. 

Fire crews from Ely and Sutton 
were called to the property as 
the bonfire had become out of 
control and was spreading rap¬ 
idly, already having taken hold of 
a large workshop. 

Dozens of firefighters from 
Soham, Cambridge, Huntingdon, 
Manea and Chatteris were then 
drafted in to try and prevent the 
flames from spreading. 

Despite crews’ best efforts, eve¬ 
rything at the site was destroyed. 

An investigation is now under¬ 
way. 

Brenan Morgan, incident com¬ 
mander, said: “When we arrived 
at the incident the fire was very 
large and had already engulfed 
the workshop and part of the 
home. 

“The wind direction was caus¬ 
ing the fire to spread very rapidly 
and despite the best efforts of 
crews, there was nothing we 
could do to save either the home 
or the workshop.” 

One nearby resident said: “I 
was out cutting my lawn when it 


all happened. At first I could just 
see a small bonfire over there but 
then the flames got bigger and 
bigger and before I knew it there 
were fire engines rushing down 
the road. 

“It’s very sad as it’s clear they’ve 
lost everything.” 

Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service is urging people 
to be more cautious about where 
and when they light bonfires. 

Only last month, two outbuild¬ 
ings in Whitecross Road, 
Wilburton, went up in flames 
after a bonfire was lit too close to 
them.

A barn in Clarks Drove, Soham, 
also caught fire last month, 
again because a bonfire was lit 
too close to it. 

Mr Morgan said: “We would 
urge members of the public to 
ensure that they build bonfires 
well away from any flammable 
objects, such as fences, build¬ 
ings and vegetation and to con¬ 
sider the wind direction. 

“Burning embers from a bon¬ 
fire can travel significant dis¬ 
tances and can easily set fire to 
anything surrounding it. 

“Bonfires should be watched at 
all times and it is also useful to 
have a bucket of water or a hose¬ 
pipe handy in case it starts to 
spread.” 
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Man to stand 
trial over 
burglary bid 

A SOHAM man is to stand trial 
accused of an attempted 
burglary and causing damage to 
property. 

Liam Eley, 23, of Pratt Street, 
appeared on Friday, May 3, at 
Ipswich Crown Court. 

He pleaded not guilty to 
attempted burglary, causing 
damage to a cat flap and causing 
damage to a wooden garden gate 
at a house in Wellesley Street, 
Ipswich, on September 5 last 
year. 

Judge David Goodin told Eley 
that his trial, which is expected 
to last for two days, was due to 
begin on August 29. 

Eley will continue to have 
unconditional bail until his next 
court appearance.

Dad Andy explained that 
his son had been well pre¬ 
pared for his journey and had 
carried a pre-loaded debit 
card and his Barclays debit 
card as back up.

Andy said: “He spent over 
£50, his last credit, on over¬ 
night calls to Barclays call 
centres and when he was

Andy explained that the 
bank made no apology after 
the student was left out of 
pocket in a foreign country.

WHAT did the streets of Cambridge look 
like when they belonged to generations 
passed? 

A photographer from Little Thetford is 
pushing to connect snapshots of the city 
taken decades ago with pictures of the 
same scene today.

THE Conservative party tri¬ 
umphed across the East 
Cambridgeshire district, 
taking seats in seven out of 
eight divisions. 

Despite the impending 
threat of UKIP, the Tories 
held strong on most of their 
held seats and won their 
rights to others in the area. 

Both Ely North and East 
and Ely South and West fell 
from the grasp of the Liberal 
Democrats, seeing Mike 
Rouse elected for North with 
39.8 per cent of the vote, and 
Anna Bailey elected for South 
with 973 votes. 

Cllr Bailey said: “I knew it 
was going to be tough, but I 
really worked hard at it so I 
am very grateful to the peo¬ 
ple of Ely who have gone out 
and said yes please. 

“It’s really fantastic and I 
hope I can do them justice.” 

One of the biggest shocks 
came as UKIP candidate 
Daniel Divine gained a seat 
in Littleport, taking it away 
from Conservative Fred 
Brown. 

The elected candidate was 


not present at the count last 
Friday at the Ross Peers 
Sports Centre, Soham. 

Cllr Philip Read, who kept 
his seat in Sutton, said: “I 
think UKIP are an absolute 
waste of space. 

“Enough of them will not be 
able to do the job properly if 
they can’t turn up for the 
count.” 

Cllr Read also hit out at the 
money spent throughout 
Cambridge city, claiming 
that if so much could be fil¬ 


tered in to improve condi¬ 
tions for cyclists, some could 
be going towards maintain¬ 
ing villages. 

He said: “They ought to give 
a lot out to the residents in 
country areas. Roads in the 
villages and the Fens need to 
be resurfaced.” 

Other Conservative candi¬ 
dates also expressed their 
surprise at how well UKIP 
had done in the polls, hailing 
it as a needed wake up call for 
Parliament. 


Bill Hunt, who also kept his 
Haddenham seat, said: “I 
think a lot of local politicans 
forget that they have to 
answer to the people. 

“We are in a position of 
power and we must not forget 
that.” 

Conservative David Brown 
held onto Burwell, taking 
46.1 per cent of the votes and 
the Tories celebrated a huge 
success in two candidates 
getting elected to serve the 
Soham and Fordham ward. 

James Palmer was re-elect¬ 
ed to serve with 25 per cent of 
the vote, and first-time coun¬ 
cillor Joshua Schumann 
received 1,623 votes, the sec¬ 
ond highest, to serve along¬ 
side. 

He said: “It’s nice to be able 
to represent the local area 
and I’m very lucky to have 
the support the local people.” 

James Palmer said: “I’m 
very pleased to be chosen for 
a second time.” 

There was only a 28.2 per 
cent turnout across East 
Cambridgeshire as a whole, 
and Ely South and West saw 
the most people filling out 
their ballots with 31.97 per 
cent of the electorate turning 
up.

committee urging them 
to reject the proposal, and 
has recommended that 
the CUBC choose a less 
damaging location, or 
address the impact the 
development would have 
on local wildlife. 

Ewan Pearson, spokes¬ 
man for Cambridge 
University Rowing Clubs, 
said the site had been 
carefully chosen. 

He said: “All parties 
have the same data of 
wildlife species in the 
area. We see it as a good 


one to go to and they see it 
as a bad one to go to. 

“I hope they can respect 
our position as we respect 
theirs.” 

There have been further 
worries that as well as 
disrupting wildlife, the 
construction could ham¬ 
per the iconic views of Ely 
Cathedral. 

Mr Pearson said: “If you 
put a building anywhere 
it’s going to be visible but 
it is the planning officers’ 
view, which we support, 
that it doesn’t damage the 
view of the cathedral.” 

The decision will be 
made later today by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council.

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MISSION: ‘I know I can do it. It’s just a matter of time. And time is not on my side...’ says T Sandeman-Charles 


‘If I don’t hit 
my target, I 
won’t be able 
to die happy’ 

T Sandeman-Charles is dedicating the rest of 
her life to persuading 10,000 people to register 
as organ donors. Lisa Millard meets her - and 
signs up on the spot 


T IME is a precious commodity, as T 
Sandeman-Charles knows only too 
well. 

The clock is ticking for T, who is on a 
mission to secure 10,000 people to register 
as organ donors before she dies. Her Save5 
campaign has 6,558 names to date but T 
really wants another 3,442 people to sign 
up, and fast. You see T, who is only 52, has 
two deadly lung diseases and is now on the 
transplant list. With her health 
deteriorating, T requires an oxygen tank to 
be able to talk and walk. 

“I don’t think about what I’ve got,” says 
the petite T (short for Teresa) from the sun- 
filled lounge of her Arkesden home, near 
Saffron Walden. “Why focus on my illness 
when there are much more important 
issues to focus on? Save5 has kept me going 
through all the highs and lows. It is the one 
thing that I really have to achieve before I 
die. And if I don’t, I will just not be happy 
with myself when I die. I can see it. I will be 
there, dying, and thinking ‘I just should 
have done it’. It’s that important. I know I 
can do it. It’s just a matter of time. And 
time is not on my side.” 

Speaking has, in recent months, become 
an effort and T is constantly short of 
breath. Despite the difficulty, T speaks 


eloquently, with consideration, and her 
honesty and directness about such a 
difficult topic is humbling. Her strength of 
mind does not, however, mean she is 
without feelings; as T explains the task in 
hand her voice wavers with emotion and 
her eyes glisten. 

I worry that her commitment to the 
campaign is adding a burden to an already 
heartbreaking situation. Isn’t coping with 
the daily and debilitating symptoms 
enough? 

“The wonderful thing about Save5 is that 
I don’t think about what I’ve got. If we can 
save a few lives it is the most brilliant thing 
we could do in our entire lifetime. Why 
focus on an illness when I can do so much 
more?” 

It was her sister Sue, who lives in London, 
who gave T the resolve to start the 
campaign. “I had a lung biopsy in 2009 and 
Sue was having an operation to donate one 
of her kidneys to a friend at the same time. 

I just kept saying to myself, ‘Sue has saved 
somebody's life. What can I do?' 

“The pivotal moment was sitting at 
Papworth Hospital, being injected with 
steroids and tears were rolling down my 
face. I wasn’t crying because of the pain. I 
just thought of the three families who were

grieving every day because their loved one 
died. Three people die each and every day 
because they are one organ short of life. I 
just said, ‘T, this cannot go on and you have 
to do something about it’.” 

Save5 was launched on March 18, 2010. “I 
saw all these poorly people at Papworth 
and thought you’ve got to give them a 
chance. You don’t know who will need a 
transplant. Three years ago I thought I was 
healthy. I could walk and eat. Three years 
later my life depends on a transplant. And 
it could happen to anybody.” 

T has organising fibrosing pneumonia, 
which causes the alveoli, little air sacs in 
the lungs, to thicken, preventing them 
inflating and allowing oxygen into the 
bloodstream. She also has idiopathic 
pleuroparenchymal fibroelastosis. The 
latter is rare - only eight people, including 
T, had the condition at the time of her 
diagnosis in 2009. The rarity of this disease 
adds a twist of uncertainty to T’s prognosis. 
When I ask her what time she may have 
left, if the transplant does not happen, she 
says she just doesn’t know. 

While her days are dedicated to 
increasing the number of registered organ 
donors, T wants her own transplant. Her 
bag is packed, she wants the phone to ring 
and for Papworth Hospital to tell her it’s 
time. “I want to live,” she says. “Imagine 
what I could do with a new set of lungs?” 

She is realistic about her chances. “I have 
one chance. I may not get it. But at least I 
have a chance. We just hope that one day a 
call comes through.” 

T also understands the odds stacked 
against it happening. “There are so many 
myths surrounding organ donation. The 
biggest one is that when people sign up to 
be an organ donor they think they will 
become an organ donor. Sadly it is not the 
case because, in the vast majority of cases, 
you have to die in an intensive care unit on 
a ventilator having been in a major traffic 
accident, or had a brain injury, or had a 
stroke, before your organs can even be 
considered for transplantation. You are 
much more likely to need a transplant 
yourself than ever becoming a donor. 

“Do you know what the saddest thing is? 
97 per cent of the population say they 
would take a transplant to save their lives 
but only 30 per cent are signed up to be a 
donor. Don’t you think we’d better get that 
sign-up rate to 97 per cent too?” 

There’s ongoing debate about making 
changes to donor and family consent in a 
bid to raise the current 55 per cent (of 


family consent to donation) to 80 per cent. 
Legislation set out in the Human Tissue Act 
2004 gives responsibility to make that 
decision to a relative if they do not know 
the dead person’s preference. Some are 
calling for presumed consent, making 
organ donation ‘opt-out’ rather than the 
current ‘opt-in’ system, but not everybody 
agrees, including T. 

“I believe, personally, when the specialist 
nurse has to approach the family, it is 
easier for them to be told their loved one 
signed up to be an organ donor. It was their 
wish. If the subject has never been 
discussed, I think the family is put in a 
hideous position. That’s why I want people 
to sign up and tell their family ‘This is what 
I want to happen’. 

“It’s a hard decision for some people to 
make, to let their mum, dad, daughter or 
son be a donor. But I’ve spoken to many 
bereaved parents and they say it is the one 
thing they hold on to.” 

Among the darkest times there are 
glorious moments and T’s cup is always 
much more than half full. “You pick up on 
things you wouldn’t normally pick up on. 
You take nothing for granted. You 
appreciate all the little things. You see 
people at their best.” 

When T speaks about her husband, Roy, 
who gave up work to care for and spend 
time with her, the tears flow freely. “You 
don’t get more generous or kinder than 
that. He’s given up everything. It’s just so 
humbling. I just couldn’t do without him. 
He does everything for me, dresses me, 
puts me in the bath. You couldn’t love 
anyone more than I love him. He’s just the 
most incredible man and I am just the 
most fortunate person.” 

T is now too poorly to take her campaign 
out into the wider world. She no longer has 
the strength or breath to address groups or 
stand in supermarket foyers distributing 
Save5 leafets. Sadly the amount of people 
signing up has slowed because, as T knows, 
her message is more powerful coming from 
her. “I have made a video and sent the link 
out but, understandably, it’s easy for people 
to ignore,” she sighs. “Whenever I get a 
sign-up it puts such a smile on my face. I’m 
one step closer to reaching my goal.” 

Just spend a couple of minutes in this 
woman’s company and you will be 
convinced. I for one have signed-up to 
Save5, and hope some people who read T’s 
story here will take time to watch her video 
and think about joining the register. But 
time is short and every minute counts.

Businesses should be recognising that 
tax is just another cost, which needs to 
be managed and minimised wherever 
possible. 

VAT for instance rose from 17.5% to 
20% in 2011, equal to the starting rate 
of income tax and corporation tax. 

This increase posed even more of a 
problem for traders whose customers 
are the public and are therefore 
unable to claim this back. On the 
other hand, VAT can significantly 
improve a business’s cash flow, as in 
most circumstances this tax is not paid 
to HMRC until a few months after it is 
collected from the customer. 

A few ideas with VAT could be: 

1) Change to VAT cash accounting. If 
your customers pay you on 60 days 
and you pay your suppliers on 30 
days, an equal book of say £100,000 
would potentially produce a cash 
flow benefit of £20,000. 

2) Where your input VAT is low, 
consider registering for the VAT Flat 
Rate Scheme. We have seen clients 
make gains of greater than £2,000 
per year under this scheme. 

3) Ensure you claim all of your input 
VAT on expenses. Businesses often 
overlook VAT on staff mileage, 
where a back-dated claim of up to 
four years could amount to a 
sizeable sum.

Get a br/jEZ' 

and help bees 

REPORTS that our bee population is at crisis point help bees, says Maclean

as numbers have been hit by bad weather and 
particularly long winters should prompt responsible 
gardeners to protect our bees by creating a 
prosperous environment for them. 

Last year's annual survey by the British Beekeepers 
Association (BBKA) indicated 
an increase in losses of honey 
bees and the organisation is 
concerned that losses may be 
even greater this year if the long 
winter is anything to go by. 

"Much longer winters mean 
that bees are potentially running 
out of stores," says Gill Maclean, 

BBKA spokeswoman. 

Weather-related impacts 
such as cold spells affect colony 
development and queen-mating. 

Honey bees don't forage in very 
cold or wet weather, so their 
winter stores were depleted last year. 

The honey bee is the only bee to maintain a 
colony throughout the winter, reducing its colony 
size in autumn and relying on its stores of honey to 
last it through the winter months when it is too cold 
for foraging or there is no forage available. Some 
colonies may have since been lost simply by running 
out of stores. However, gardeners can do their bit to

"Planting the right sort of plant is important 
and try to plant in drifts. There are so many bee- 
friendly plants including thyme, oregano, mint 
and viburnum. Plant some trees for bees as well, 
including spring-flowering cherries, apples, plums 
and pears." 

All blossoms are widely visited 
by bees including blackthorn, 
cherry, plum, damson and crab 
apple. Other trees that are widely 
visited are the horse chestnut for 
its nectar and sycamore for its 
pollen. 

She also advises gardeners 
to set aside part of the garden 
as a decorative wildflower area 
which will be a magnet for bees, 
planting white and red clover, 
borage, thyme, bugle and other 
bee-friendly plants. 

"Bees also need water, so you can do something 
like fill a pot lid with water and put stones in it and 
netting over it so that they can drink without falling 
in." 

Gardeners should make sure they provide a 
succession of bee-friendly plants which will flower 
between February and November, to give bees the 
best chance of building up their stores. 




Last year, the Royal Horticultural Society (RHS) 
launched a guide as part of its Perfect for Pollinators 
initiative, listing more than 200 wildflowers, such 
as corncockle, teasel and wild parsnip, that provide 
plentiful pollen and nectar for pollinating insects. It 
advises gardeners to: 

■ Avoid plants with double or multi-petalled flowers, 
which may lack nectar and pollen, or insects may 
have difficulty in gaining access. 

■ Never use pesticides on plants when they are in 
flower. 

■ Where appropriate, British wild flowers can be 
an attractive addition to planting schemes and may 
help support a wider range of pollinating insects. 

■ Observe the plants in your garden. If you know of 


plants with blooms that regularly attract insects, let 
the RHS know. 

■ Choose flowers that bloom successively over the 
spring, summer and autumn, such as coreopsis, 
Russian sage or germander, in order to provide 
pollen and nectar resources to the native bees of all 
seasons. 

■ Encourage bees by keeping honey bees yourself or 
allowing a beekeeper to place hives in your garden. 

■ Provide nest sites for bumblebees: Bumblebee nest 
boxes can be purchased but they are often ignored 
by queen bumblebees.

Renault shows off what can be done 
with an electric car in FI -style Twizy 


YOU could say that even 
among the eco-purists there 
lurks the desire to enjoy a bit 
of a joyride once in a while, 
which is probably why Renault 
has produced this super-edgy 
Twizy to cart round Europe for 
the summer season. 

Renault Sport, having 
correctly identified the fact 
that the gap between Formula 
One and electric vehicles is 
rather wide, has produced the 
mighty Twizy you see here. 

The Twizy Renault Sport FI sits 
on the wheels of a Formula 


Renault single-seater race car and 
is kitted with a front splitter, side- 
pods, rear wing and a diffuser 
plus FI-style rain light. 

The car delivers genuine 
high performance thanks to its 
Kinetic Energy Recovery 
System (KERS) which is 
identical to that used by 
Renault-powered Formula One 
cars. The system instantly 
adds 80bhp to the power 
output, bringing the total to 
97bhp and catapulting the 
diminutive city car from 0 to 
60mph in just six seconds. 


“We always said we wanted 
to create FI-derived 
technology that was road¬ 
relevant,” explains Jean- 
Michel Jalinier, president and 
managing director, Renault 
Sport FI. “Hopefully, this 
Twizy will make a few people 
smile while also making a 
serious point. KERS is a very 
complex system and 
integrating it into another 
electric vehicle was a very 
serious endeavour.” 

The KERS set-up for the 
Twizy isn’t as quick as a 


Formula One car, so instead of 
powering up the KERS unit 
under braking, the engineers 
at Renault have devised a way 
to siphon off power from the 
main motor and a button 
releases the stored energy 
back into the drive train. The 
Twizy’s small electric motor 
then revs up to 10,000rpm, 
pushing the now single-seater 
vehicle to 68mph. 

All this adds 30kg, which 
means losing the rear seat. 

Oh well, you can’t have it all.
